SETTLEMENT BASIS 


Exchange Fall Is Blamed for 
First Funds. Be‘ng Lower 
Than Caillaux Plan. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Agreement far the settlement of 
France's $4,025,000,000 debt to 
America has at last been reached. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, 
head of the American debt com- 
mission, made the formal announce- 
ment in a statement late yesterday 
afternoon. The terms are more 
favorable to America than any here- 
tofore offered by France. The set- 
tlement obligates France to pay 
about 60 cents on the dollar for the 
entire amount based on a 4‘, Iinter- 
est rate, The Italian settlement 
called for only 26 cents on the dol- 
lar if the same basis of comparison 
is made. 

The total which France will pay 
during 62 years is $6,847,674,- 
104,17. Payments begin at $30,- 
000,000 for the first two years and 
then gradually increase to $136,- 
000,000 at the end of 17 years. 
Payments then remain at thaf fig- 
ure until the sixty-second year 
when the last is $117,674,104.17. 

Payment Period Shortened. 


The famous Caillaux offer cor- 
ered a period of 68 years, instead of 
62 as in the present agreement, and 
the maximum yearly payments of- 
fered by Caillaux were $100,- 
000,906. The initial payments were

The mean- 
ing of the security clause was that 
France claimed the right not to be 
held to any schedule of payments if 
Germany failed to make reparation 
payments to her. America has 
taken all along the position that 
debts owed the United States by 
allied powers should not be linked 
with the question of German repa- 
rations. . 
| Indications are that the settle- 
|ment will pass both houses without

Action of Ocean Said to Act 
as Brake—Ooeanography 
Group Meets. | 


The pressure of the tides concon- 
trated among the Islands of the 
Boring sea have a tendency to twist 
the earth, perenne to a theory ad- 
venced by Robert B. Sosman, secre- 
tary of the section on volcanology 
of the American Geophyesleal unjon, 
who presented the paper of Willlam 
Bowle, of the United States Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, at the meeting 
of the volcanology section of the 
union yesterday. 

Mr. Sosman declared it is the 
theory of R. A. Daly. of Harvard 
university, that the tides exert an 
influence in mountain building voy 
their pressure on land, It has long 
been a theory widely accepted tn 
acience that the tides pull on the 
rotation of the earth, and that they 
ure the. chief force that tends to 
slow it down. With the tides con- 
tinually acting as “‘brakes,”’ it Is 
said. the earth, after 
millions of vears, will cease to 
rotate altogether, and will hang sus- 
pended in the heavens. 


Three-Fourths of Pressure. 

It is the application of this theory 
to the Hering sea which develops 
the theory that the tides in this sea 
are to some extent twisting the 
earth. Mr. Sosman explained. The 
pressure of the tides in the Bering 
sea is calculated to be three-fourths 
of all the tide pressure of the earth, 
he said. The pressure is caused by 
the innumerable islands and the 
vast shallow waters. Sinee the 
tides exert no considerable pressure 
except in shallow water, fit naturally 
follows tha! great pressure is con- 
centrated among these islands, he 
pointed out. 


Therefore, he declared, one of the | 
natural phenomena studied by scien- | 


tists in connection with volcanoes is 
the inguence on the general struc- 
ture of the earth of this pressure of 
the tides, and especially of this pres- 
sure in the Bering sea, which has 
more volcanoes than any section in 
the world. 

The “sympathy” which one vol- 
cano has for another was touched 
upon by Clarence N. Fenner, of the 
geophysical laboratory, in discussing 
the magnetic problema of the Aleu- 
tian islunds tapering off from the 
Alaskan peninsula, The entire dia- 
cussion was a symposium on prob- 
lems In these islands, 

Mr. Fenner said "if we can solve 
the apparent sympathy between cer- 
tain volcanoes when eruptions are 
made we will utlaln great progress 
in determining the cause of volea-

Quick 
work on the part of the pilot 
brought the nose of the ship down- 
ward and Krieger touched 2 
ground, He released his hold 
as the rope was pulling from saber 
him he grabbed it again. _A second 
time the ship dipped and this time 
Krieger remained on the ground.

him in front of a saloon in Cicero, 
on Chicago's southwestern 
skirts. 

John J. Healy, former State's at- | 
torney, retained by the eoroner as 
special legal ad¥iser at the inquest, 
directed the jurors to make the in- 
quest a°deffnite inqulty into gang- 
dom’s manipulations, and Harry E.

Rome, April 29 (By A. P.).— 
Fascism will continue to rule Italy 
with its iron hand, Premier Musso- 
lini declared before a special ses- 
sion of the chamber of deputies to- 
day, devoted to thanksgiving, cere- 
monies for his escape in the recent 
attempt on his life. 

‘In no case or for no reason wil! 
fasciam change its program,” Mus- 
solini said. “Kverything at this 
moment is prearranged. It should 
be known here and outside’ that 
fascism will continue to rule the 
destiny of thee Italian people with 
its iron hand.”

More than 15,000 
employes of that bureau devote 
their entire time to checking and 
investigating tax returns. The

600 to 1,000 a day.

every business day during the past 
fiscal] year, the total compro 
of this character running to nearly4 
160,000 for the entire year. 
. of these investigations were minor; 
others occupied the attention of 
field agents and officials for 
months. In some big cases, govern- 


‘over the books of taxpayers before 
reaching their final conclusions. 
In addition to the 160,000 in- 
‘come. tax cases the bureau investi- 
gated and compromised about 70,- 
000 cases involving the. capital 
atock, estate, sales and other taxes, 
making a grand total of nearly 
230,000 tax casen settled out of 
cqurt last year. Nearly 1,800 in- 
vestigations conducted by the bu- 
Teau reached the courts, however, 
in civil cases, and another batch of 
1.315 cases involving fraud were 
uncovered by the bureau. In those 
Cases 430 criminal actions were be- 
* in the courts. 


80 From Each Compromise. 


, According to this showing ap- 
proximately 233,000 taxpayers 
were investigated during the past 
fiscal year by Uncle Sam's tax col- 
lectors. In the cases settled out of 
court the government collected 
about $2,000,000 in additional 
taxes. This amounts to somewhat 
Jess than $9 for each investigation 
/ which resulted in a compromise. 
4 Of the mammoth force required 
to check and investigate tax returns, 
about 6,200 persons are employed 
at Washington and nearly 9,600 are 
in the field, including investigators 
attached to the offices of the vari- 
ous collectors, The cost of main- 
taining this force amounted in 1925 
to about $25,000,000. The figure 
does not include the prohibition 
force which also is under the direc- 
tion of the bureau and which con- 
sists of about 3,000 persons. The 
prohibition unit's maintenance cost 
about $11,000,000 last year. 
Nearly every large taxpayer in 
the country has come in contact 
with the bureau's investigators and 
has turned over its books to them 
for audit, in some respect, during 
the period in which the income tax 
has been in effect. Hundreds of 
cases of fraud or attempted fraud 
have been uncovered and thousands 
of cases additional have resulted in 
attempts to collect more taxes than 
the sum which the taxpayer calcu- 
lated in gaod faith was due to the 
government. 


Hundreds of Millions Returned. 


In a single year investigators 
, have assessed additional taxes and 
penalties running higher than 
$300,000,000. Until two years ago 
the taxpayer had no choice but to 
pay the additional assessment. If 
he felt that he did not owe the 
money, his only recourse was to sue 
in the court. to get it back, or to 
file claim after the decision by the 
United States Supreme Court of a 
test case involving the principle 
upon which his claim was based. 
Some of the additional tax as- 
sessments stood, but hundreds of 
millions collected this way by the 
government have been returned to 
the taxpayers as the result of court 
decisions or further investigations. 
Such refunds last yyear ran to the 
total of $158,000,000, the highest 
recorded. In 1924, they reached 
$127,000,000-and in 1923, they to- 
taled more than $125,000,000. The 
budget estimates carried $151,000,- 
000 available for this kind of re- 
fund during the current fiscal 
year. | 
‘These huge refunds, totaling 
more than $500,000,000 for four 
_ years, are due in considerable part 
_ to excess zeal on the part of the 
bereau's investigators. Until recent- 
| ly the policy pursued by many in- 
vyestigators was to assess every pds- 
' sible additional dollar. This policy 
' has worked hardship on business 
firms, in many cases, which can not 
' be measured by the amount of re- 
‘funds returned months or years 
‘later. |

‘“‘In view of the enormous burden 
of the domestic debt of France, the 
difficulty of raising by taxation a 
sufficient revenue to meet the 
charges of this debt, to carry on the 
ordinary government operations, 
and to find the exchange necessary 
to pay her foreign debt to the 
United States and England, the 
commission believes that this settle- 
ment represents substantially 
France's capacity to pay. 

“Unless France is enabled 
promptly to fix the amount of its 
obligations abroad so that it may 
know definitely its commitments 
and may provide for them in its 
budget, there might be grave dan- 
ger of a complete breakdown of 
French finances. This would be a 
serious blow to the teestablishment 
of Europe and would inevitably af- 
fect not only the payments now be- 
ing made to the United States by 
France, but would seriously curtail 
the sale of our farmers’ export sur- 
plus abroad. It is felt that the set- 
tlement meets the requirement of 
the statute from which the commis- 
sion’s authority is derived that it 
be just both to our own citizens 
and to our ally in the war.

“This settlement substantially 
completes the work of the commis- 
sion, there remaining but $2965,- 
000,000 unfunded out of a total of 
$10,102,000,000 war debt.

Roufine investigation of business 
interests by the government, as dis- 


tinguished from special investiga- 
| tiens, grows to its finest flower at 
Washiagton in the case of the tax- 
collecting agency, the bureau of in- 
‘ternal revenue. More than 15,000 
employes of that bureau devote 
their entire time to checking and 
| investigating tax returns. The 
;mumber of investigations runs from 
-€00 to 1,000 a day. 

An average of more than 500 in- 
come tax investigations alone were 
concluded and settled out of court 
every business day during the past 
fiscal year, the total compromises 
of this character running to nearly; 
160,000 for the entire year. 
of these investigations were minor; 
others occupied the attention of 
field agents and officials for 
months. In some big cases, govern- 

« ment auditors devoted weeks going 
- ‘over the books of taxpayers before 
reaching their final conclusions. 

In addition to the 160,000 in- 
7come tax cases the bureau investi- 

gated and compromised about 70,- 

000 cases involving the capital 

stock, estate, sales and other taxes, 
making a grand total of nearly 

230,000 tax cases settled out of 

cqurt last yéar. Nearly 1,800 in- 
vestigations conducted by the bu- 
reau. hed the courts, however, 
in civilicases, and another batch of 

1,315 cases involving fraud were 

uncovered by the bureau. In those 

cases 430 criminal actions were be- 
gun in the courts. 


$9 From Each Compromise. 


According to this showing ap- 
proximately 233,000 taxpayers 
were investigated during the past 
fiscal year by Uncle Sam's tax col- 
lectors. In the cases settled out of 
court the - government collected 
about $2,000,000 in additional 
taxes. This amounts to somewhat 
less than $9 for each investigation 
which resulted in a compromise. 

Of the mammoth force required 
to check and investigate tax returns, 
about 6,200 persons are employed 
at Washington and nearly 9,500 are 
in the field, including investigators 
attached to the offices of the vari- 
ous collectors. The cost of main- 
taining this force amounted in 1925 

_ to about $25,000,000. The figure 
does not include the prohibition 
force which also is under the diréc- 
tion of the bureau and which con- 
sists of about 3,000 persons. The 
prohibition unit's maintenance cost 
about $11,000,000 last year. 

Nearly every large taxpayer in 
the country has come in contact 
with the bureau's investigators and 
has turned over its books to them 
for audit, in some respect, during 
the period in which the income tax 
has been in effect. Hundreds of 
cases of fraud or attempted fraud 
have been uncovered and thousands 
of cases additional have resulted in 
attempts to collect more taxes than 
the sum which the taxpayer calcu- 
lated in gaod faith was due to the 
government. 


Hundreds of Millions Returned. 


In a single year = investigators 
have assessed additional taxes and 
penalties running higher than 
$300,000,000. Until two years ago 

the taxpayer had no choice but to 
pay the additional assessment. If 
he felt that he did not owe the 
money, his only recourse was to sue 
in the courts to get it back, or to 
file claim after the decision by the 

, United States Supreme Court of a 
test case involving the principle 
upon which his claim was based. 

Some of the additional tax as- 
sessments stood, but hundreds of 
millions collected this way by the 
government have been returned to 
the taxpayers as the result of court 
decisions or further investigations. 
Such refunds last yyear ran to the 
total of $158,000,000, the highest 
recorded. In 1924, they reached 
$127,000,000 and in 1923, they to- 
taled more than $125,000,000. The 
budget estimates carried $151,000,- 
000 available for this kind of re- 
fund during the current fiscal 
year. 

These huge refunds, totaling 
more than $500,000,000 for four 
years, are due in considerable par

“(5) In the eleventh to the fif- 
teenth year Caillaux offered $420,- 
000,000; the acttlement requires 
the payment of $520,000,000. 

“(6) Calllaux's maximum annuity 
was $100,000,000, reached after the 
twelfth year; the maximum annuity 
in the settlement fis $125,000,000, 
reached after the sixteenth year. 

“In view of the enormous burden 
of the domestic debt of France, the 
difficulty of raising by taxation a 
sufficient revenue to meet the 
charges of this debt, to carry on the 
ordinary government operations, 
and to find the exchange necessary 
to pay her foreign debt, to the 
United States and England, the 
commission belleves that this settle- 
ment represents substantially 
France's capacity to pay. 

“Unless France is enabled 
promptly to fix the amount of its 
obligations abroad so that it may 
know definitely its commitments 
and may provide for them in its 
budget, there might be grave dan- 
ger of a complete breakdown of 
French finances. This would be a 
serious blow to the Peestablishment 
of Europe and would inevitably af- 
fect not only the payments now be- 
ing made to the United States by 
France, but would seriously curtafl 
the sale of our farmers’ export sur- 
plus abroad. It is felt that the set- 
tlement meets the requirement of 
the statute from which the commis- 
sion’'s authority is derived that it 
be just both to our own citizens 
and to our ally in the war.

“This settlement substantially 
completes the work of the commis- 
sion, there remaining but $2965,- 
000,000 unfunded out of a total of 
$10,102,000,000 war debt. Of these 
$193,000,000 is Russian and $24,-

for 20 years; $61,000,000 is Jugo- 
slavian, $16,000,000 is Greek, and

The date was set today by Judge 
Carpenter for hearing a demurrer 
filed by counsel for Samuel 6. Rip- 
ley, of Richmond, Calif., a Samoast 
property owner, in hie suit for §60,- 
000 for false arrest against Com- 
mander Waldo Evans, U. 8. N., com- 
mandant of the islands from 19320 
to 1922. 

Evans, Ripley alleges, prevented 
him from landing at Pago Pago, 
Samoa, when he went there in 1921 
to loox after business interests. As 
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counsel for Commander Evane, 
Edgar B. Elfer, assistant United 
States distr attorney, denied al-| 
legations but entered a special plea| 
setting forth that evon if the al-! 
leged acts were committed, they 
were performed by Evans in his 
capacity of governor of the islands, 
and 80 were not subject to review 
by the Federal courts. 


Barkground of Unrest. . 


Ripley's attorneys have put 
squarely before the court the ques- 
tion of whether the acts of a naval 
commandant, ruling the islands by 


appointment of the President, are 
subject to review in a court of the, 
United States. 

And back of the issue, which is 
being tested for the first time, lies 
a background, attorneys claim, of 
Samoan unrest and protest against 
American rule which Ripley, a man 
of Samoan blood, seeks to air in an 
American tribunal. | 

Ripley's grandfather went to the 
Samoan islands in 1849 and “went 
native,’’ wedding a Samoan woman. 
Ripley himself came to the United 
States In 1904, settled in California 
and built up a business there, man- 


aging his extensive Samoan inher-| 


itances from this country. He made 
frequent trips back and forth, and 
because of his ability to spesk 
Samoan and his one-quarter Samoan 
blood, he was a confidant of the 
chieftains of the Samoan tribes. 

They complained often to him, he 
said in his suit, that the copra. in- 
terests—-engaged in the gathering 
of coconut meats in the islands for 
the extraction of essential oilse— 
were tyrannical to the natives, and 
that they were supported by Amer- 
ican naval’commandants, who were 
sole authority in the islands, and 
who made the laws, named the 
judges and administered the is- 
lands’ affairs.

The agreement reached by the American 
debt funding commission and Ambassador 
Berenger for the refunding of the French debt 
is obviously just to both parties, asd should 
meet with the prompt approval of the Senate.

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CONGRESS AND THE FARMERS. 

The present situation, in which a’ political 
remedy is demanded for an economic ill, is 
Bot unlike that which presented itgelf to Con- 
‘gress in 1895 and 1896, whtn the farmers 
of the West, including the farmers of Iowa, 
demanded that the gold standard should be 
abandoned, and that there should be free and 
unlimited coinage of silver dollars, at the ratio 
of 16 to i. 

i will be recalled that Congress then was 
torn into. factiong. Both Republicans and 
Democrats were divided. In that memorable 
struggle, many of the leading Republicans | 
the national convention walked put of the 
hall and refused further to participate in the 
proceedings. When William J. Bryan made 
his historic ‘‘cross.of gold and crown of 
thorns” speech in the Democratic national 
convention, many Democrats refused to partici- 
pate further and held a sound money conven- 
tion of their own. . 

It was apn economic and not a partisan ques- 
tion in 1896. It is an economic and not a 
partfsan question now. In 1896 the farmers 
of the West, declared that the price of wheat 
was low because Congress had refused to legis- 
late for the benefit of the farmers and growers, 
They demanded a law that would make wheat 
$1 instead of 60 cents a bushel. In later years 
wheat was $2 and $2.50 a bushel without 
such legislation. 

Today, thé farmers of tho West, especially 
in the State of Iowa, declare that the price of 
corn is low because Congress has neglected or 
refused to legislate for the benefit of the 
farmers and growers. They demand an act of 
Congress which will make corn worth $1.50 a 
bushel instead of 75 cents a bushel. 

In approaching this problem, all! politics 
should be avoided, if possible. Congress is 
being called upon to enact some law that will 
make the prices of staple farm protucts (wheat, 
corn, cotton, hogs, cattle, etc.) higher than 
the market price. Certain groups of farmers 
demand that Congress shall create machinery 
whereby the government shall take over, hold, 
and fix the price of all surplus products, 
in order to raise the price of the /portion sold 
in the domestic markets. 

Members of Congress who indorse such a 
plan and who surrender to such economic fal- 
lacies are injuring themselves and the coun- 
try. The economic loss will far outweigh the 
political gain. 

The distress of the farmers is the distress 
of the nation, but Congress can not relieve 
agricultural distress by violating sound eco- 
nomic rules long since tested by experience. 


| There is a safe and sane way to help the 


farmers: there is peril in any other. No mem- 
ber of Congress will gain in the long run by 
yielding to clamor for a false remedy. 

As in 1896, so now, the men who will sur- 
vive this storm are those who stick to the 
principles that have stood the test’ of time. 
Many good men in Congress have gone down 
by surrendering to some unsound fad or fancy 
in order to gain a few votes.

CIVIL EMPLOYES' RETIREMENT. 

Representatives of 250,000 Federal employes 
have made an urgent appeal to President Cool- 
idge in opposition to the administration's re- 
tirement bill, which would fix thé annulty of 
retired employes at $1,000, They ask that the 
annulty be raised to $1,200, the sum provided 
in the Lehlbach and Stanfield bills, which have 
been favorably reported. 

The statement was made to the President 
by the employes’ representatives that under 
the bill proposed by the administration the 
average annuity of retired employes would be 
but $700. The present average is $645. With 
a maximum pension of $1,200 the average 
would be about $813. 

No argument is needed to convince any 
one that the annuities provided by the present 
law are totally inadequate, With the purchas- 
ing power of the dollar far leas than it was 
in the prewar period, it Is obviously impossible 
for a retired employe to subsist on the present 
rate of retirement pay. If required to support 
a family it} means suffering, even with the 
most rigid economy. The clerks are willing 
and anxious to increase their contributions 
from 2% «per cent, as provided under the ex- 
isting law, to 4 per cent in order that they 
may have the benefit of a larger annual sum 
upon retirement. The biils now before Con- 
gress increase the contributions to 3% per cent.

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COMBATING CRIME.

power of public*opinion, recognized generally 
as one of the most powerful forces in the main- 
tenance of law and order.” 

It is this power of public opinion that has 
given to the people of Great Britain their re- 
spect for and submission to law. Such a crime 
as that in Chicago a few days ago, when an 
assistant State’s attorney was shot down in 
cold blood by ay organized band of gangsters, 
is.unknown in England. In Buffalo we have 
the spectacle of a jury failing to agree in the 
case of a gang: leader charged with half a 
dozen murders in different parts of the coun- 
The disagreement of the, Buffalo jury 
will give fresh courage to every gunman in the 
country. 

It is axiomatic, as Chairman Davison avers, 
‘that one of the important factors in the pre- 
vention of crime is swift and sure justice. He 
added that very few jurisdictions could boast 
of-an ‘ideal state of affairs in this respect. 
In fact, he said, the conditions have been 
found to be almost universally disgraceful. 

Nothing will do more to reduce crime in this 
country than these two factors—the power 
of public opinion and certain and swift justice, 
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If you build a big business, you're a sinister 
influence; if you don't, you're a darned failure. 
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GRINDING BLOW AND SMALL. 


Under a release dato of April 30 the Federal 
Trade Commission announces that it has dis- 
missed “without prejudice’ the complaint 
against a certain organization of associated 
doalers in groceries doing business in Wis- 
consin and Michigan, 

There is nothing particularly new or star- 
tling in this announcement, The Federal Trade 
Commission, like many other bureaus which 
function without reference to any of the execu- 
tive departments, frequently announces the dis- 
missal ‘‘without prejudice’ of actions started 
against business men. In this particular case, 
however, the commission deems it necessary to 
explain why the action was taken. It is a 
very simple reason and po lexicon, dictionary 
er encyclopedia will be required to ald the 
reader of the report in understanding the rea- 
sons underlying the determination of the mem- 
bers of the commission to eliminate all preju- 
dice in announcing its findings. 

The original complaint charged the/respond- 
ent with “lessening competition in the sale and 
distribution of groceries.’’ That is a bad bustl- 
ness habit, and the commission is determined 
to put a stop to the practtte wherever the 
hydrahead of the monster of “big business”’ 
appears., But it has been discovered that this 
particular criminally inclined respondent ‘‘dis- 
fall 
of 1921." It ts searcely probable that the 
commission will be criticized in closing the 
case now, especially as precautions were taken 
to prevent a shock through a premature an- 
nouncement of the action. The announce- 
ment was mimeographed and distributed some 
days ago but with the stipulation that nothing 
should be printed until the 30th and .the news- 
papers have observed rigidly the injunction.

LOOK FOR THE LABEL. 

There is a law on the statute books which 
requires that foreign made goods must be 
marked or branded with the name of the coun- 
try of origin. This law was: enacted to put 
a stop to the practice which had grown to great 
proportions among many Europeah manufac- 
turers, as well as the Japanese, of shipping 
goods to the United States bearing the coun- 
terfeit labels of American products. 

The effect of the law has been salutary in 
that the buyer of such imported merchandise 
can see for himself that his purchase was 
“made in Germany'’’ or “‘made in Japan" as 
the case might be. But goods made in the 
United States have been marked thus only 
occasionally, and among those unfamiliar with 
the law requiring the marking of foreign mer- 
chandise the purchaser has no means of know- 
ing from what source his purchases come. 

The National Association of Manufacturers 
has started a nation-wide campaign to keep 
American industry on the move so as to off- 
set foreign encroachments, The association 
through its headquarters in New York sends 
out the warning that in spite of the law 
which requires the marking of foreign goods 
customers are frequently deceived,  elther 
through the deliberate concealment of the 
foreign mark or because the salesman palms 
off such goods upon the unsuspecting buyer. 
It ia suggested that wherever possible Amer!l- 
cun-made articles be labeled through the use 
of a sticker in red, white and blue, on which 
is inacribed ‘Made in U, 8. A.” The suggestion 
is an excellent one, and as the association 
proposes to sturt the movement simultaneousl) 
in every town wherein it has a representative, 
the label may soon become a familiar sight. 
Then the buyer can distinguish between da, 
mestic and foreign goods.

P.).—William H. Turner, on trial 
here charged with the murder of 
two miners and defrauding an in- 
surance company of $89,000, was 
given.a life imprisonment sentence 
by a jury in the Pike county circuit 
court here today. The jury deliber- 
ated three hours and forty minutes, 
part of that time last night and the 
remainder today. 

Turner was accused of having 
dynamited the mine of which he 
was superintendent in order to col- 
lect insurance on his own life. 
Henry Wilson and another miner. 
never identified, were killed and 
Turner disappeared after the ex- 
plosion a year ago and the unident!- 
fied body was believed for a time to 
be his. The Turner family collect- 
ed the insurance.

dynamite. He said Tope paid htm 
to flee, and that he wandered 
around the country, 
to Europe. The State claimed it 
had never been able tc\Yfind any one 
who knew Tope.

FANTASTIC, AY AS SAID 


Parts, April 29 (By A. P.).—-The 
origin ‘of cancer remains as much 
a mystery to medical selence anf 
ever.’ This is the general opfnion 
of French scientists and learned 
bodies, commenting on the theory 
recently in ge by’ Dr. Tissot, 
of the department af physiology of 
the Paris Museum of Natural His- 
tory, that caticer and other ‘diseases 
of humans originate in mold or mil- 
dew found in vegetable or animal 
organisms. 

The theory, which made a pro- 
found impression on the public after 
the meeting of the Academy of 
Sciences Monday, has been repudi- 
ated by that body and will: not be 


printed among the academy's trans- | 


actions. The secretariat today an- 
nounced that Dr.’ Tissot’s paper 
never was read before the academy, 
but only was turned over to Prof. 
J. A. d’Arsonval for study, and that 


Dr. Tissot himself gave out a state- |. 


ment.to the newspapers after the 
meeting. 

“The Pasteur institute attaches 
no _importapce to F 
theory, rae nay Dr. Leopold Negre, 
chief of the laboratory and asaist- 
ant to the famous Dr. Calmette, co- 
discoverer of the antitubercular 
vaccine. “The theory. seems too 
plausible; it promises too much; it 
appears too simpiec, too like a uat- 
versal panacea. 

“Had it been so easy, it would 
long ago have been discovered by 
innumerable workers tn the field of 
research.. M. Tissot may be hon- 
eatly convinced of the truth of his 
theory, but we feel that it is too 
much; too pretentious.”’ 

Mme. Curte, codiscoverer of ra- 
dium, could not be reached at the 
Radium institute today, but one of 
the laboratory chiefs attached to 
the Pasteur pavilion there said the 
general opinion of scientists of his 
acquaintance was that the Tissot 
theory was ‘fantastic, ,a sort of 
interesting scientific curtosity, but 
not definitive,”’

MENACE OF TYPHOID. 

F any man thioks typhoid its « 
I thing of the past-——-an ended 

danger—a memory—he had bet- 
ter think again. Every year at this 
season the Journal of the American 
Medical association presents the 
evidence so far as it applies to the 
cities of 100,000 and over. The 
records of these cities represent the 
Cream. If typhold is stilj a menace 
there, it is much more a menace 
in the smaller cities, the towns and 
villages, and on the farms. The fact 
is, that so far as many of these 
regions is concerned, the evidence is 
not fit to be presented to a court 
of public opinion. In other words, 
either there are no statistics, or the 
statistics are undependable. 

A study of the fourteenth annyal 
survey shows that a few cities had 
more typhoid in the last five years 
than they did in the previous five. 
Theré are not many of them, but 
there should be none. 


— 


The improvement in the typhoid 
situation in ten years is very great 
and no city Mkea to think of not 
having participated. It looks even 
worse when we remember that ty- 
phoid in one place menaces the peo- 
ple in every nearby place. If the 


cities all around one city improve 
their typhoid situation, there must 
be something very wrong with that 
city which loses ground in this 


_ period of {mprovement. 


However, there is gratification in 
the fact that, comparing now with 
20 years ago, the improvement is 
found to be universal. The year 
1925 was a high typhoid year as 
these recent years go. Many places 


‘had a worse record in 1925 than 


they had in 1924. This is not cas- 


‘ fly explained as there were no very 


bad outbreaks in. any of the citios. 
For instance, there was no great 
water outbreak in 1925.‘ The oya- 
ter outbreak of the latter part of 
1924 carried over for a month or 
a little more in 1925, but the ef- 
foct of that outbreak waa more in 
‘evidence in the former year. 
American cities still have higher 
typhoid rates than prevail in the 
best vities of Great Britain and 
Germany. All in all, the evidetce 
shows that the fight egainst typhoid 
is not over. No community can

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STAND CLOSE TO BALL 


What suggestions can you 
make that would help in gain- 
ing accuracy in putting? 


By JOHNNY FARRELL, 
Cuban Open Champion, 1924. 


HERE are three suggestions 
1 that I would make for the 

golfer who would improve his 
putting. 

1. Stand close to the ball, with 
75 per cent of your weight on your 
left foot. Most people stand too far 
from the ball in putting, thereby 
losing control.

The commissioner, having told | 
the committee of his interest in the 
firm of Rudolph, West & Co. and 
of its receiving public contracts. 
said he had received an opinion from 
Corporation Counsel Stephens that 
he was not holding office illegally. 
“The fact that you asked for an 
opinion shows that there was some 
doubt in your mind,”’ Mr. Gilbert 
asked, and the commissioner agreed.

When com- 
manded to hand over the package 
of money the messengers opened 
fire.
